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opuient of contagious and infectious 
diseases, due In great measure to 
the prevalence of heat and moisture 
and the resultant superabundance of 
vegetation, the County Hoard of 
Health of Ohio County, takes this 
method of appealing to the good cit- 
izens, both In town and country, to 
put in good sanitary condition, their 
premises and places of hustuess, va- 
cant lots &c„ by at once removing 
all refuse material and sprinkling well 
with lime fresh from the barrel, and 
by keeping all vegetation cut close 
to the ground on all vacant lots 
etc. All toilet houses should be kept 
acroupulously clean and whitewash- 
ed inside and out. The law says: 
"Bet ween the first day of May and 
the first day of November, no hogs 
shal! be kept within one-half mile of 
the corporate limits of any city or 
town in this Slate. The local hoard 
shall order the removal of such an- 
imals at any time when they appear 
to be prejudicial to the public health, 
safety of comfort.

The dispatch- says:— The citizens of 
Shawneetown, are much exercised 
over the way the L. & N. and B. & 
O., railways are sparring for the 
use of tbe famous levee at that 
place each seeming to desire a right- 
of-way thereon. The B. & O., had a 
right-of-way on the levee yea rp ago 
but lost tbe franchise by reason of 
not occupying the same, and now the 
L. & N. have made overtures to the 
city council for the right saying they 
would like to extend their tracks 
thereon. This will bring the station 
tiltk town, but the thing that Inter- 
ests Shawneetownltes is the fact that 
they believe the real reason for want- 
ing the levee Is their puntose to cross 
the river at that place. 

The road some tome ago extend- 
ed their line from Providence to 
Morganfleld, Ky., within a few miles 
from Shawneetown and this would 
save them five hours In a direct line 
from St. Louis to the South. Since 
the occupying of the levee with 
their tracks by the B. & O., for the 
reason that occupancy meant main- 
tenance. and the floods were hard 
to contril, It Is believed that the 
L. & N., would not think of occupy- 
ing the dime unless there was a de- 
sire to cross the river. Shawnee- 
town offers $190,000 if the bridge 
is built. 

Taking our “Trunk Line” story as 
^ text and quoting liberally there- 
from the Courier Journal discusses 
the new railroad at length editorially. 

Omitting Its quotations from The 
Republican It says: 

A new railroad which will form an 
important connecting link is being 
built from Madlsonvtlle by way of 
Smullhou8, Centertown and Hartford 
to a point on the Louisville, Hen- 
derson and St. Louis railroad, prob- 
ably at or near Irvington. The en- 
terprise has already reached the track- 
laying stage and many miles of the 
road aVe practically completed. There 
are some indications that It may de- 
velop Into a more ambitious project 
than is contemplated in the Immedi- 
ate scheme of construction, but rail- 
road builders are never very commun- 
icative and the presumption of a larg- 
er plan Is merely speculative. The 
line, at any rate, will develop a new 
territory. It extends across a strip 
of country every foot of which Is un- 
derlaid by coal deposits and Its con- 
struction Is sure to be followed by the 
opening of a number ot new mines. 

Hartford, a good Inland town, which 
has no direct railroad facilities at 
present, will be put In closer touch 
with the world and will see the real- 
ization of years of effort to secure 
such connection. Hartford has wit- 
nessed the rise and fall of a number 
of railroad schemes and after a sea- 
son of hope long deferred, her cit- 
izens are Voubtlses in a frame of 
4ilnd to celebrate with exceeding great 
joy the coming of the Iron horse. 
It takes a good many paper railroads 
to make a real, tangible railroad, with 
right of way, tracks and equipment. 
Hartford is to he congratulated that 
one of her fondest dreaniB Is about 
to be realized. 

Whether the road Is to material- 
ize into a trunk line Is a matter for 
the future to decide. For the pres- 
ent there Is the assurance of an im- 
portant addition to the railway mil- 
eage of the State, passing In pail

Winchester, Ky., June 14 . — It is 
claimed that the pledge for the 1909 i 
crop now being perfected by the dis- 
trict l>oard of the Burley Tobacco 
! Society Is tbe best and strongest hus- 
ness proposition that has ever been 
made to the growers in any of the 
tobacco organization, it is believed 
that a fight won on this pledge will 
solve the problem for years to come, 
because It places the growers of to- 
bacco In a strong fluauciul position 
that will cause the opponents of 
the farmers' organization to "sit up 
and take notice.” 

The new pledge contemplates a uni- 
form system and uniform charges in 
all counties, which provision, it Is 
said, will eliminate waste and fric- 
tion and secure tbe most economical 
management. 

The pledge provides that the so- 
ciety shall carry Its own insurance, 
and that In this one Item $400,000 will 
be saved to the growers. It is esti- 
mated that from the time tobacco of 
the 1906 crop began to be delivered 
to the purchasers of all the tobac- 
co In the 1906 and 1907 crops about 
$500,000 was paid out in insurance, 
tbe average rate with the old insur- 
ance companies over the district be- 
ing $2.50 |>er annum on the $100. 
The actual losses by fire have been 
less than $75,000. Since the new plan 
pro|K>se8 to Insure the tobacco for 
actual cost, the saving to the grow- 
ers will be over $400,000. 

Other features of the pledge, such 
as the financing, prizing and storing, 
are said to be equally attractive. Thotw 
who have given the new pledge the 
most earnest study believe that or- 
ganized on the basis provided by this 
pledge the society will In the future 
be invincible. The pledge will be fi- 
nally revised this week and then 
made public and the campaign begun.

Kentucky wfcirb Is one of the chief 
hardwood producing states la the 
Union, and the first state in the pro- 
duction of yellow popular ts making 
rood progress tn the movement for 
the preservation of Its forests. In 
IS**. the Legislature enacted the law 
providing for the £tate Board 
of Agriculture. Forestry and !m 
migration taring the following win- 
ter the Board asked and received the 
co-operation of the United States For- 
est Service in a study of the forest 
renditions of the State This work wa 
begun two >ears ago mad an examina- 
tion of half ares of forset land In 
the state has been completed. The re 
suit of the first year's work, covering 
the eleven most eastern counties of 
the state is published In tbe Ken- 
tucky Handbook. lttC-lbOT. Tbe sec- 
ond report, now in the hands of tbe 
Stale Board of Agriculture, covers 
forty-eight counties, largely in tbe 
coal mining regions of the state. 
When this investigation is completed 
Kentucky will have an exrelJeut In- 
ventory of its Iuml«r resources. 

The manner in which the forestry 
problem has been approached indica- 
tes that the people of tbe state rea- 
lize that the ultimate solution of the | 
impending timber scarcity must, for 
tbe farmer, depend largely on how be 
handles his Individual timber resour- 
ces. and that there la no better way 
than for him to consider tbe wood- 
let as a bank account, using the in- 
terest which is constantly accruing, ; 
but leaving the capital undiminished. 
Much educational work, however, will 
be needed to secure this desirable 
end. 

The second report of the Forest Her 
vice suggests a forest law. Among its 
important features is a provision for 
the appointment of a State Forseter. 
The wisdom of this is evident since 
only by tbe appointment of a State 
Forester can tbe work in co-opera- 
tion with the Forest Service he main- 
tained and carried to a successful con- 
clusion. Until such time, however, ns 
the Ktate of Kentucky is ready to 
assume the management of its own 
forest problems, the National Service f 
is willing and anxious to co-operate ; 
in every way possible for the further- 
ance of forestry among private own- 
ers in Kentucky. In the co-opera- 
tive investigations of forest resour- 
- es now in progress, the government 
spent over $1,000 to duplicate a simi- 
lar amount appropriated by the stale. | 

Kentucky has always been rich In 
forest resources, but like many other 
states has reached the point where 
the Umber will hereafter be produced 
on a continually dec reasing scale, and 
it is necessary to protect and use 
carefully tbe forests which remain. 

In l*i yj Kentucky cut 73I.000.0W> 
board feet of hardwood lumber. In 1 
1W»7 the cut was 8054.JK)8.000 board 
leet. an increase of only sixteen per 
cent in the past nine years. In the 
same period the cut of yellow popu- 
lar i.as fallen off over twentyfour per 
l>er cent, taring the same time the I 
rices oi lumber at the mill have ad- i 
vanced on an average of sixty-five 
j<er cent, and the demand has in- 
creased accordingly.

Some people contend, aays the Bos- 
ton Cooking School Magazine, that an 
egg is an egg So it is. But to ascer- 
tain its true value take a fresh-laid 
egg. weigh it first, then weigh a cold 
storage, or. as we say. a “store egg." 
aud note the result. The difference 
in weight is an illustration ot the dif- 
ference in food value. 

Let us take a fresh egg. and see 
bow many different practical uses 
we can put it to. and first of all. 
in a medical way. To the white of an 
egg. shaken in half a glass of cold 
water until light arid tuauiy. add tbe 
juice of half a lemon, fill the glass 
with water, sweeten to taste, and 
yon have a delightful refreshing drink 
known as and called "albumen water.” 

There 1 b nothing better, although 
not generally known, than the white 
of an egg for burns. You simply sepa 
rate the white and yolk, and put the 
white on tbe scald or burn. Should 
the burn be on the fingers, wrap each 
one seiiaratcly. with the white of 
egg and old linen. The white of egg 
forms a coating on the burnt skin; 
it excludes tbe air. and thus stops 



Wireless Tower 600 Feet Hihg. 

The Government will this week call 
for bids for the construction of the 
greatest wireless station that the 
world has ever known, to be built 
around a tower of concrete that will 
be one of the tallest structures ou 
earth, aud qill stand In a class all 
by itself. 

The station is to be guaranteed to 
send out wireless messages to a dis- 
tance three times as great as that 
reached by the plants at present in 
existence. The thing Is being brought 
about through the Navy Dpartment 
because of its desire to reach its 
ships at sea. The machinery must be 
guaranteed to deliver messages within 
a radius of 3.000 miles. To-day wire- 
less can be de|iended on to reach 
no furl her than l.Otw miles and the 
deliveries are uneertain. 

A pittsburg firm was awarded the 
contract, and the machinery has al- 
ready been built. Then the Govern- 
ment found It necessary to build a 
tower lu pro|ioi-tion to the machinery. 
ti00 feet with a base of 50 feet dia- 
meter taiiering to 8 leet at the top. 

The station is to be located in 
Rock Creek Park, in the District of 
Columbia It will be the tallest struc- 
ture in America outside of New York 
there being but two buildings In that 
city that are taller and lilt the Eiffel 
Tower In Paris that surpasses It. and 
this is merely a skeleton structure. 
It will tower 45 feet above the Wash- 
ington niouuinent.

Jn the record 
of the latest trial of Parrlsn in Haw- 
esvllle, when he was given a sentence 
of five years in the penitentiary for 
; irregularities In the Owensboro Sav- 
ings Bank & Trust Co., and upon 
wnich he seeks a reversal by the high 
er court. 

Special Judge Kelly, who tried the 
case, was not in Hawesvihe. Tue 

: Owensboro attorneys for the defense 
Slack and Wells, were here, and the 
| whole proceedings were as if occur- 
ing M^y 15, at which time all ot 
these gentlemen were here pursuant 
to an order of the court allowing this 
1 extension of time to prepare the rec- 
ord. The official stenographer had 

! not yet completed the transcript and 
a further extension to the latter 
date was granted. 

1 The latter part of last week the 
Parrish attorneys got very busy in 
asking for a iurther extension of 60 
days. This request was made to the 
I court of appeals and was on the 
idea that the stenographer might not 
lie ready when the limit of time was 
reached, which would have l>eeu on 
June 8. This extension was granted 
j but was subsequently found to he 
■ unnecessary, since the record arrlv- 
| ed in Frankfort before that date. 

The appeal record in this case is 
i an immense thiug.and is hound in- 
J to three volumes. It is by far the 
largest that ever went before the a 4 >- 
! pel late court from Hancock county 
| and consists of 783 pages. For each 
! page the stenoghapher received 26 
! cents or a total of $195.75. In a<l- 
I dition to this he received $5 per day 
Wluring the trial, or $113 making a 
total of $308.75 which are the costs 
to be liorne by Hancock county. This 
is so because of the fact that Mr. 
Parrish lnade an affidavit that lie was 
a pauper. 

Contrary to the Owensboro pniiers, 
who Insist that file Court of Appeuls 
adjourns the middle of June for 
its summer vacation that court is 
in session until Saturday July 3rd. 

In the meantime Mr. Parrish does- 
n’t appear to be greatly inconven- 
ienced while behind prison liars, and | 
is getting from the experience a ccr- j 
tain degree of satisfaction. He con- 
tinues to have a great many visitors 
and receives his usual large mails. 
One of the visitors during the past 
week was Mr. C. P. Polk, a mem- 
ber of the Jury which convicted Par- 
rish, and who resides at Skillman. 
Mr. Polk and Mr. Parrish had long 
known each other, aud were friends 
— in fact they are friends now, if we 
are to judge by the lengthy conver- 
sation they held on this occasion. 
The trial was touched upon among 
other things, hut there was no ill 
feeling exhibited by either of the par- 
ties. 



For 13 years the Excelsior diamond 
enjoyed Its primacy hut on Januar 
25, 1905 the greatest diamond known 
to the world was found In open-work- 
ing No. 2 of the Premier Mine, In the 
Transvaal Colony, ^outh Africa, and 
from the finding to the cutting of 
this magnificent stone and its flnnl dis- 
posal Ms history Is a most ror 
mantle one. 

The day's work at the mine was 
over, and Frederick Wells, the surface 
manager, was making his usual round 
Glancing along one side of the deep 
excavation bis eye suddenly caught 
the gleam of a brilliant object far up 
on the bank. He lost no time in 
climbing up to the spot, where he had 
noted the giant of light. He had not 
been mistaken— It was really a bril- 
liant crystal. He tried to pull it out 
with his fingers, and as this proved 
impossible he sought to pry It out with 
the blade of his peuknlfe. To hlB sur- 
prise the knife blade broke without 
causing the stone to yield.

The 
lioys often play Jokes on one anoth- 
er. Some practical joker, thought I, 
has planted this huge chunk of glass 
here for me to find it. He thluks 
1 will make a fool of myself by bring- 
ing It into the office in a great state 
of excitement, and the story will bo 
told far and wide in South Africa.” 

Determined to test the stone on the 
spot, before proceeding further.Wells 
rubbed off the dirt from one of Its 
faces with his finger, and soon cln- 
vlnced himself that It was not a lump 
of glass, hut u diamond crystal, ap- 
parently of exceptional whiteness and 
purity. With the aid of a larger blade 
of his knife he finally succeeded In 
prying out the stone, and tiore it 
away with him to the. office of the 
mine. Here it was cleaned and, to 
the astonishment of all, was found 
weight of 3,024%i carats

At the King's feast enemies were 
always upon his table. Slaves were I 
fetallfed and systematically fattened • 
for market. Tender and Juicy females 
were often roasted alive and eaten at 
once. But tough old warriors were 
gained and softened until "high” be- 
fore cooking. 

King l’ndre™ndre is said, according 
to Lord Avebury to have eaten 900 
himself, being too greedy and ambi- 
tious to share the roasts. 

None of this coaid he laid to lack of 
food. At one feast to the god of 
war were seen ”10,000 yam potatoes, 
six to twelve pounds each; thirty 
great turtles, 150 giant oysters, as 
big as washbowls, &c and many pud- 
dings — one twenty-one feet in circum- 
ference.” Man meat was called quaka 
bulaea,” which means “long pig.” Fa- 
mily wars, feuds and discords were 
as bad as in some respectable modern 
families. It was against the law for 
brothers, sisters first cousins and 
fathers and sons-in-laws to speak to j 
one another or eat from the same I 
dish.

To warn people of the dangers of 
files and to show them how to get 
rid of the pests, the Chicago Health 
Department has issued a bulletin, In 
which the pesky nuisances are called 
all sorts of bad names. “Files are the 
dirtiest and filthiest of vermin,” the 
bulletin says. “They are born In 
filth, live In flltb and carry filth around 
with them, only to be scattered upon 
those whom they touch. Now Is the 
I time to build your lines of defence. 
Prepare to fight them as you would 
i wild beasts seeking your life.” 

A good fly poison not dangerous to 
I human life, the bulletin adds, Is a 
solution of bichromate of potash, one 
dram dissolved In 2 ounces of water 
and sweetened with a little sugar. But 
some in shallow dishes and place 
throughout the bouse. Another is 
cobalt chlorid, one dram disolved In 
3 ounces of water, placed in shallow^ 
dishes as above. To clean rooms in 
which there are large numbers of files 
burn pyretbrum powder or blow black J 
flag into the air of the room. These 
do not kill the files, they are merely I 
stunned and fall to the floor. They 
must theu he gathered up aad dc- . 
stroyed. 

Seven different varieties of flies are i 
found In our houses, 9$ per cent ot | 
which are represented by the common i 
house fly. Flies lay their eggs only in 
fermenting or decaying substances 
by preference In horse manure. Hence 
says Harper's Weekly every stable is 1 
a center of Infection unless periodi- 
callly disinfected. The fly maggot is 
also batched out In latrines and ash- 
pit refuse, such as bedding straw 
rags, paper scraps of meat, fruit, etc., 
on which sulisiances the larvae sub- 
sist after they hatch, which occurs in 1 
about twelve days after the egg has ! 
bee laid. It Is estimated that a sin- I 
gle fly, laying 120 eggs at a time, will I 
produce a progeny amounting to sex- 
tilions by the end of the season. 

The number of bacteria upon a sin- 1 
gle fly have been proved to range all 
the way from 550 to 6, GOO, 000. The 

average for 414 flies which were exam- 
ined at the Agricultural Experiment 
Station at Storrs, Conn., last year , 
was 1,250,000 bacteria apiece. This i 
represents about the number of bac- j 
teria that enter the human system , 
when one swallows a glass of liquid in- 
to which some fly was perhaps fallen, j 
to be removed by a slovenly waiter j 
without the liquid being thrown awav
